"Whou such a rociprocity treaty shall 
huvo lieconio po-ssibki Canada will not 
bo an appcnage of tho Briti.-ih crown. 
We have never met an American 
writer who undertook to discuss Cana- 
dian reciprocity who did not fall into 
the alisurd grror that there is in Ca- 
nada a large party who favor the an- 
uoxatioii of tho Colony to tho United 
Stales. Tho Call perjiotrates the same 
blunder. After having e.Kpressed some 
good , ideas it concludes by mooning 
• about "a political as well as a com- 
mercial union." It is the mistaken no- 
tion on tho part of the Americana that 
sooner or later Canada — like an over- 
ripe pear — must fall into their haiids, 
which has preveuced the consummation 
of a scheme of reciprocity. .

LiVEiu'ooL, JiUy 6. — Stephen B. 
Packard, U. S. consul, banquetted the 
masters of the American ships in this 
harbor and others last night in com- 
niemoration of Independence day.

The 
banquet was less of a private celebra- 
tion than usual, as the mayor of Liver- 
pool and other notabilities were pre^ 
sent. Tho toa.sts oflerod wore: "The 
Queen," "The President of tho U. S.," 
" Mayor and Corporation," and " Anni- 
versary of, American Independence." 
The last toast was roaponded «to by 
Albert D. Shaw, U. S. consul at Man- 
chester. 

London, July 7. — The speaker of 
the House of Commons has informed 
Bradlaugh that it is no broach of 
privilege to servo a member with a 
writ within the precincts of "Westmin- 
ster jialace. Another writ was sorvcd 
on Bradlaugh yesterday. 

It is thought improbable that parlia- 
ment will bo prorogued before tho'niid- 
dle of So[)tombcr. 

In the House of Commons this p. in. 
Collins' bill granting a loan of .£30,000 
for the development of Irish fisheries 
was rejected on second reading — 172 to 
125. " 

The Duke of Westminster mot the 
owner of "Robert tho Devil " yester- 
day and Gonsonted to produco his pri- 
vate stud book to-day when tho matter 
regarding the running in tho race for 
tho Derby will be finally adjudicated 
by Seward's Jockey Club. 

Eighteen Cheshire volunteer;-: dofoal- 
0(1 an equal number of Canadian marks- 
men at the 200, 500 and GOO yard 
ranges. Tho total score was, Cheshire 
13U points; Canadians, 1306. The 
riflemen had seven shots each at the 
ranges. 

LoNfaoN, July 7. — Tho board of 
trade returns for Juno show that tho 
exports have increased .£3,879,34'!, as 
compared with June 1879, tho greatest 
increase being i,n iron, steol and cotton 
manufactures. Imports incre.ased X9,- 
668,913. 

SOUTH AFRICA. 
The cx Empress Eugenie left Capo 
Town yesterday for England. 

""ulELANDi 
London, July 7. — Meetings to sanc- 
tion the land agitation in its more ad- 
vanced chanictor wore held on Sunday 
last in various parts of tho west of Ire- 
land. Representatives of the Land 
League attendod the meetings. At 
Dunniorc, County Galw.ay, a resolution 
was passed pledging the meoting to con 
tinue the agitation for tho abolition o£ 
landlordism and the establishment of 
peasant pro[)rietary ; also, congratulat- 
ing the American nation on its 104th 
anniversary of independence. A repre 
tentative of the Land League said that 
the Irish to-day were fighting the same 
battle tho Americans fought in the 
last century. ^ 

■RUSSIA. 
London, July 7.— T,A.Sb. Petersljurg 

dispatch says that the Russian cruiser 
Yaroslawf, now at Marseilles, will 
leave there in about a month to join 
the Pacific fleet. The Russia, which 
has just sailed from Cronstadt for Vla- 
distock, carried 8,000,000 cartridges, 
10,000 submarine mines for harbor and 
coast defense and two torpedo boats. 
She will he the sixth Russian cruiser 
in the Pacific, and it is intended to 
send six more. 

St. Peteusbuuo, July 7. — Anoflicial 
dispatch says that tho roconnoitcring 
column sent forward by Gen. .Skobelofl' 
from Dougonloun on tho 27th of June 
reached Rami on the lltb and that the 
inhabitants fled. Russians are fortify- 
ing Barni and collecting provisions 
there. A further roconnoissance was 
made on the 28tli ult. in the direction 
of Artschanien Khinci; the Turcomans 
withdrew after an insignificant skir- 
mish. 

GREEGE. 
Athens, July 7.-^— The enlistment of 
volunteers, principally Epirotcs and 
Thessalians, is proceeding rapidly. 
Troops are concentrating on the Cas- 
ton and western frontiers of Greece in 
consequence of the contraction of Turk- 
ish troops and also to prevent brigand 
inroads. The government has received 
information that the porte is releasing 
tho Albanian malefactors in Coustanti 
noble prisons who are willing to per- 
form military service in-Epirus or-Thes- 
saly. 

13y order of the Minister of War 
Raouf Pasha, Governor of Adrianoplo, 
has commenced to mobilize the second 
army corps. The task is difficult, as 
arms and horses are wanting. But 
Raouf Pasha hopes by the 20th inst. 
to have 21,000 eflfectivo men, three 
squadrons of cavalry and thirty-three 
guns in readiness for the field. Officers 
for the enrolment of volunteers were 
spread throughoutj^the vioiuit^^ of Ad- 
rianoplo on the 28th of- June and" re- 
turns for the first-day report ^ 1400 en- 
rolled. Troops were constantly arriv- 
ing at Adrianoplo during the past 
week. The decision of the conference 
was coniraunioated to the Turkish Min- 
ister at Berlin who has been instructed 
to reply that the boundary - adopted 
cannot be. accepted. ■ ' 

CANADA. 
Wl)f?flPEO, Manitoba, July 7. — On 



the United States boundary Gen. Sher- 
man was mot at St. Boniface by Pre- 
mier Norquay, Mayor Logan, Col. Oa 
borne Smith and many others. A pro- 
cession was formed with an escort of 
cavalry and crossed tho Red river with 
a salute of nineteen guns fired on the 
Winnipeg bank of the river by a field 
battery and proceeded to the Govern- 
ment House where it was received by 
the Governor, tho infantry^ and milit- 
ary bands playing tho national anthem. 
There will bo a public reception.

CALIFORNIA. 

San Fuanoisco, July 6. — At tho 
saridlots to-day tho greenbackors were 
harangued by Koarnny, who was 
especially bitter again.st the democratic 
wing. Llis spoccli soon called a num- 
ber of the latter to his vicinity who 
wore speedily followed by hundreds of 
others. The sceno becamo very livelyr 
Kearney's supporters wore orowdeA un 
in front of a rostrum while the opposi- 
tion siirrounded'them like a .solid wall. 
Cheers and groans continually ro.'io 
from the respective factions, and tho 
prospects for a light were excellent ex- 
cept that in nearly all cases, the ^oppos; 
ing forces seemed to prof er. hard xords 
to hard knocks, although (me. or 'tWfO 
minor collisions occurred at the clo.se 
of tho meeting. Kearney proposed 
tliroo cheers for Weaver, when the op- 
position began cheering for Hancock. 
At this juncture Captain Short, of tho 
police force, told Kearney that tho 
thing was lending toward a riot, and 
therefore must be stopped. Kearney 
assented, and started to leave tho stand 
when tlib opposing faction made a rush 
for liinj with cries of "Hang him," 
"Kill him," etc. Tho police gathered 
around Kearney and kept back the 
crowd wMth their clubs until McAllister 
street was reached when Kearney ami 
two officers were hustled into a hack 
and driven od'. The greenbackers an- 
nounced that next Sunday they would 
have their own police on hand. 

San Franci.sco, July 3.— The state 
convention of the democratic wing of 
the workinguicn's party last night de- 
posed Kearney as president of the 
party, and declared tho oflices of vice- 
president, secretary and treasurer 
vacant, elected a .state central com- 
mittee and endorsed Hancock and 
English. 

San Francisco, July 6. — Company 
G loft hero Fridaj- by rail and went 
into canij") at ?iloiitoi'ey. Yesterday at 
noon a .salute wa.s to bo fired and B. F. 
Hastings, of company C, who had boon 
engaged specially to take charge of the 
gun, accompanied by W. 0. .Burke 
and Spencer C." Buckbee, both of com- 
pany G, entered the magazine font to 
prepare cartridges. Hastings took a 
hatchet to open a 25-lb. can of powder. 
At the first blow an explosion followed. 
Burke was killed almost instantly and 
Hastings mangled and burned past 
recognition. As ho was being carried 
away for medical aid, , ho cried, "My 
God, this is all my cdrolesanens." Ho 
may possibly recover. 

B. i'\ Hastings, injured by an e.\;- 
plosion at Santa Cruz, Sunday, and 
wliosn death was erroneously reported, 
was brought to tho city to-day. His 
injuries are of such a nature that death 
is likely to ensue and it would be'mercy 
to him, as both eyes are burst, one leg 
so criishcd that amputation will bo 
necessary and ho lias other painful 
and serious injuries. 

At about 10 o'clock this evening 
Sam Tptlow, one of the proprietors of 
the Bella tTnion theatreV walked into 
the barroom of tho theatre whore his 
partner, Wm, Skeantlebury, was tak- 
ing a drink with some friends, and 
with tho remark, "prepare yourself," or 
something to tliat efiect, drew a navy 
revolver and fired. The ball passed 
through Skeantlebury's right arm, en- 
tering tho cavity of the chest and was 
.taken out from under tho shoulder 
blade. Tetlow was instantly soized by 
a policeman and taken to the station 
house and Skeantlebury removed to the 
receiving hospital, It is not certain 
whether or not the wound is fatal. The 
cause of the difliculty is not known, 
these having knowledge of tho subject 
preserving silence. 

All the firemen injured' at the fire 
last night are doing well except Ches- 
ter, who i.s in a critical condition, be- 
ing badly burned, and having inhaled 
hot air, causing, con^stion of the lungs.

Tho 
door was burst open, "the constable with 
tho key being away assisting his friends 
in looking for a magistrate on the adjoin- 
ing picnic grounds. Tho time between 
tho locking of the stable door and the oc- 
currence of tlie firo was but a few mirrutes. 
Tho jury returned a verdict to the eifcct 
that the deceased came to liis death by a 
fire occasioned by himself, eitlier by ac- 
cident or otliorwise, and that no blame 
was iuiputablo to the constables who had 
acted in a very humane manner. The 
verdict concluded by urgently recommend- 
ing a lock-up at Wellington.

Allen Franci4, Esq., U. S. consul at 
this port, hivS just received tidings from 
his son, Mr. A. B. Francis, who has been 
absent for a prolonged period engaged in 
the fur trade in Al^ka. As no word had 
boon received from him since November 
last and as it was known that tho past 
winter w.aa a season of unusual severity, 
considerable anxiety lias been entertained 
for his safety. He writes, however, from 
Kodiao and states that he was frozen in 
at Prince William Sound on board the 
schooner Nolly Eades for three months. 
His crow deserted him w'th tho exception 
of one Indian and as tho schooner had en- 
countered very severe weather and was 
badly disabled estroino hardships wore 
oxporienced. Tho ico broke up in M.ay 
lost when, having continued to patch up 
tho craft, he, with a crew consisting of 
tho Indianandasailorhoobtained from the 
schooner St. Gcnrgo, set sail- for Kodlac, 
and by keeping the pumps going frequent- 
ly reached there in safety. In tho depth 
of winter the ico was from 2S to 38 inches 
ill thickness and tho weather unproccd- 
ontedly cold. The season was a poor one 
for laad.fura;; but exceptionally good for 
sea otter, the total catch of which was up- 
wards of 1500.

Ono of tho groat questions of tho day is 
the queation of getting a seat, an actual 
place of sitting, in tho House of Com- 
mons. Tlicre aro only seats for a littlo 
over half tlio membors, and those who 
come e.arly put their hats on a seat and 
use a cap for tho time of their absence 
from tho oliamber. Wo read the follow- 
ing amusing note in ono of tho papers:, — 
"Mr. Mitchell Henry onco more raised 
tho important question of hats, on which 
ho is rising in greatness. Amid much 
laughter ho invented a magnificent 
phrase, and, asking whether tho hat, by 
which a seat was retained, should bo a 
'real working hat, or a colorable substi- 
tute, the Speaker laid down with becom- 
ing gravity that tho only instrument for 
obtaining tho fixity of tenure oh ' the 
benches w.aa by placing tho liat on a seat 
at prayers; neither card, paper, nor gloves 
could bo used as a substitute." 
If any man of original genius should try

- rOR RAISINO A MUNICIPAL REVENUE ON REAL 
AND PERSONAL PROPERTY IN THE VEAR 
1880. • 

1. -Bo it enacted by tlio Mfiyor nntl 
Council of tho Corporation of the City of 
Victoria as foilows: — 

2. There shall bo raised, levied and col- 
loctod in tho year 1880 upou all real and 
personal proper,^'Lm()htioned in tlio as- 
sessment roll in Mrco' in the City an equal 
rate of cight-tontKs' of' ono per cent, on 
tho assessed valu6:'tlioroof ha - appeara by 
the said roll. 

3. Tho aforesaid ta.Kca shall be duo and 
payable by tho person or persons liable 
tor tho same to tho Ccillcctor for tho SIu- 
nisipal Council at his oflico in tho City 
Otiuucii Chambora, Victoria, on the fif- 
t«enth^day of Jqly. in tho year. 1880.^ ■ 
"-4; "Tho Victoria Rbvcnuo Bylaw, 1879,
